1. (currently amended): A program guide display Aft apparatus fep -which 

displaysing a program guide comprising: 

a storing device which fe^storesmg contract conditions of a plurality of programs; 

a program information receiving device which ieF-receivesfag program information about 
the p rograms; 

a program selection accepting device which fe^acceptsieg a selection of a desirable 
program from the a-plurality of the programs; 

a contract conditions reading device whichje^readsing the contract conditions 
corresponding to a selected program whose selection is accepted; 

a program information reading device which fw-readsmg viewing conditions from the 
program information corresponding to a betrt-the selected program , the viewing conditions 
indicating that the selected program is any one of a free-of-charge program, a pay-per-view 
program, and a conditional access program ; 

a comparison device which compares the read viewing conditions with the read contract 
conditions; 
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a determining device which fef-determinesing whether the selected program is allowed to 
be viewed bv-on the basis of the comparison result by the comparison device b e tw ee n th e r e ad 
information and the read contract conditions ; and 

a displaying device which fe^displaysiftg specifying information to specify the selected 
program^ and determining result information on the basis of the result of determining by the 
determining device on an identical screen, at least if the result of determining is that the selected 
program is not allowed to be viewed. 

2. (currently amended): The program guide display apparatus for displaying a 
program guid e according to claim 1, wherein the displaying device alse-displays the specifying 
information on the basis of the r e sult of determining by the determining device on the id e ntical 
scr ee n , if the result of determining is that the selected program is allowed to be viewed. 

3. (currently amended): The program guide display apparatus for displaying a 
program guide according to claim 1, wherein the program information about program s received 
fead-by the program information receiving device is provided by EPG data. 

4. (currently amended): The program guide display apparatus for displaying a 
program guide according to claim 1, wherein the program information about programs read by 
the program information reading device includes at least a name of the selected p rograms, 
contents information about the-contents of the selected p rograms, a_start time of the selected 
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programs, a_length of the selected p rograms or ajinish time of the selected programs, a 
broadcasting channels of the selected p rograms, abroadcasting dates of the selected p rograms, 
and the viewing conditions of the selected programs; and 

th e d e t e rmining devic e d e termin e s wh e ther th e s e lect e d program is allow e d to b e vi e wed 
by compari s on between th e read vi e wing conditions and th e read contract conditions; and 

the displaying device displays at least the name of the selected program^ and the contents 
information of the selected program , and information on the basis of the result of d e t e rmining by 
th e determining d e vice on th e id e ntical scr e en, at least if th e result of d e t e rmining is that th e 
selected program is not allowed to be vi e wed . 

5. (currently amended): The program guide display apparatus for displaying a 
program guide according to claim 4, wherein the displaying device also displays the determining 
result information on th e basis of the result of d e termining by the determining devic e on the 
identical screen, if the result of determining is that the selected program is allowed to be viewed. 

6. (currently amended): The program guide display apparatus for displaying a 
program guid e according to claim 4, wherein the program information received about programs 
fead-by the program information receiving device is provided by EPG data. 

7. (currently amended): A program guide display method e£ which displaysmg a 
program guide comprising the processes of: 
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a storing process which stores storing contract conditions of a plurality of programs; 

a program information receiving process receives r e c e iving program information about 

the p rograms; 

a pro gram selection accepting process which accepts acc e pting a selection of a desirable 
program from the a-plurality of the programs; 

a contract conditions reading process which reads r e ading the contract conditions 
corresponding to a selected program whose selection is accepted; 

a program information reading process which reads r e ading viewing conditions from the 
program information corresponding to abeuHhe selected program , the viewing conditions 
indicating that the selected program is any one of a free-of-charge program, a pay-per-view 
program, and a conditional access program ; 

a comparison process which compares the read viewing conditions with the read contract 
conditions; 

a determining process which determines d e termining whether the selected program is 
allowed to be viewed on the basis of the byn;omparison result in the comparison process b e tween 
the r e ad information and th e r e ad contract conditions ; and 

a displaying process which displays displaying specifying information to specify the 
selected program^ and determining result information on the basis of the result of determining in 
the determining process by the determining devic e on an identical screen, at least if the result of 
determining is that the selected program is not allowed to be viewed. 
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8. (currently amended): The program guide display method of displaying a program 
guide-according to claim 7, wherein the displaying p rocess of displaying information also 
displays the specifying information on th e basis of th e result of d e t e rmining by the det e rmining 
d e vic e on th e id e ntical scr ee n , if the result of determining is that the selected program is allowed 
to be viewed. 

9. (currently amended): The program guide display method of displaying a program 
guide-according to claim 7, wherein the received program information received in the program 
information receiving process about programs is provided by EPG data. 

1 0. (currently amended): The program guide display method for displaying a 
program guid e according to claim 7, wherein the r e c e iv e d program information about programs 
read in the program information reading process includes at least a name of the selected 
programs, contents information about the-contents of the selected p rograms, a_start time of the 
selected p rograms, ajength of the selected p rograms or a_finish time of the selected p rograms, a 
broadcasting channels of the selected p rograms, abroadcasting dates of the selected p rograms, 
and the viewing conditions of the selected p rograms; and 

the proc e ss of determining d e t e rmin e s wh e th e r the s e l e ct e d program is allow e d to b e 
vi e wed by comparison b e tween the r e ad viewing conditions and the read contract conditions; and 

the displaying p rocess of displaying displays at least the name of the selected program^ 
and the contents information of the selected program , and information on th e basi s of th e r es ult 
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of d e t e rmining by the determining devic e on th e id e ntical scr ee n, at l e ast if the result of 
d e t e rmining is that th e sel e ct e d program is not allow e d to b e vi e w e d . 

1 1 . (currently amended): The program guide display method of displaying a program 
guide-according to claim 10, wherein the displaying p rocess of displaying information also 
displays the determining result information on th e basis of th e r e sult of d e t e rmining by th e 
determining devic e on the identical screen, if the result of determining is that the selected 
program is allowed to be viewed. 

1 2 . (currently amended) : The program guide display method of displaying a program 
guide-according to claim 1 0, wherein the received program information received in the program 
information receiving process about programs is provided by EPG data. 

13. (new): The program guide display apparatus according to claim 1, wherein the 
displaying device displays the specifying information, if the read viewing conditions indicates 
that the selected program is a free-of-charge program. 

14. (new): The program guide display apparatus according to claim 1, wherein the 
displaying device displays the specifying information, if the read viewing conditions indicates 
that the selected program is a pay-per-view program. 
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15. (new): The program guide display apparatus according to claim 1, wherein, 

if the read viewing conditions indicates that the selected program is a conditional access 
program, 

the comparison device compares the read viewing conditions with the read contract 
conditions, and 

the determining device determines whether the selected program is allowed to be viewed. 

16. (new): The program guide display method according to claim 7, wherein the 
displaying process displays the specifying information, if the read viewing conditions indicates 
that the selected program is a free-of-charge program. 

17. (new): The program guide display method according to claim 7, wherein the 
displaying process displays the specifying information, if the read viewing conditions indicates 
that the selected program is a pay-per-view program. 

18. (new): The program guide display method according to claim 7, wherein, 

if the read viewing conditions indicates that the selected program is a conditional access 
program, 

the comparison process compares the read viewing conditions with the read contract 
conditions, and
